Claims 2-5, 9, 16-18, 20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over GB 9 19,:. 50 to Korber in view of Crowder. Claims 2, 3, 9, 10 and 21 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C §1 03(a) as being unpatentable over U.S, Patent No. 6,390,099 to 
Doi^ibek in view of Crowds^- 

Claim 22 is the independent claim and all other rejected claims are dependent thereon. 
Claim 22 and allowed clahn 7 have been combined as new claim 25, The cited references do not 
teach the combination of cUims 22 and 7, particularly the references do not teach a toothless belt 
in the apparatus recited by Jbrmer claim 2^.
